PROTECTING CREDITORS 

Dr. Schacht, president of the Reichsbank, is 
asking Germany's creditors abroad to accept 
a moratorium on the shipment out of that coun- 
try of funds to meet interest and instalment 
payments on long term private debts. A mora- 
torium on Germany's public debts abroad is 
now in operation, This private-debt moratorium, 
Dr. Schacht says, is the only way Germany can 
keep her industries going and pay her debts 
eventually. 

Members of the Alberta legislature should 
be interested in that. They refused by a 
majority decision to ask Alberta bond-holders 
to accept reduced rates of interest, lest this 
should “damage the credit of the province.” 
Dr. Schacht’s view is that the best way to pro- 
tect the interest of creditors is to keep taxpayers 
solvent and as prosperous as possible, even 
when this involves postponing debt payments 
for a time. 

Nobody can doubt that business in Afberta 
is being starved and recovery hampered by the 
export of millions of dollars every year to meet 
our provincial debt charges. A reduction, even 
temporary, in the amount exported would leave 
more money in circulation here, stimulate trade, 
keep production going, and thus improve the 
prospect that the bond-holders will eventually 
get what is due them. 


WHERE IS THE GUARANTEE? 

Argentina has held up the big four, and com- 
pelled the other three to allow it to export more 
wheat than was agreed upon at London. How 
much more does not matter. The point is that 
one of the negotiating parties has bluffed 
bullied the other three into granting it a larger 


or 


quota, 

The concession was made, not voluntarily as 
an act of grace, but under pressure of a clear 
understanding that Argentina would quit the 
agreement unless this was revised in its favor. 
What one contracting party has done another 
can do, and will have an established right to do 
if its crop turns out to be larger than expected; 
that was the ground upon which Argentina de- 
manded and secured the enlargement. 

Where then is the assurance to the farmers 
of western Canada that if they curtail their 
wheat crop this year, one or all the other mem- 
bers of the pact will not next fall demand addi- 
tional quotas, and abandon the agreement if 
they do not get them? It all very well to 
strike a lofty pose and say we must not doubt 
the good faith of fellow-conspirators against 
freedom of trade. The fact remains that one 
of them has forced a revision of the agreement 
under threat. 

The wheat crop of western Canada is too 
vitdl to these provinces and to the Dominion to 
be staked on the validity of a contract that has 
been broken and is therefore breakable. 


CANADA’S “RECOVERY” 
PROGRAM 


Canada, which for four years has suffered 
unprecedented misery as the result of restric- 
tion of trade and restriction of money, is to 


be “rescued” by further restriction of trade and 
continued restriction of money. That is the 
program as laid down in the “marketing” bill 
and the privately-owned Central Bank legisla- 
tion at Ottawa, supplemented by measures 
being put through the legislatures of the western 
provinces, 

Under this so-called marketing legislation, 
business is to be put in hobbles, of such char- 
acter the politicians may choose, while a 
privately-owned central bank will attend to the 
matter of seeing that the public have no more 
money or credit with which to do business than 
the owners of that institution may think to be 
to their own advantage 

One half of Presideiit Roosevelt's NRA

We are to have the restriction half, 
but not the constructive half. Business is to be 
put under regulated and restrained, 
according to the views, whims or political inter- 
ests of whatever party happens to be in power 
at Ottawa and at the provincial capitals. But 
no measures are announced to put more buying 
power in the pockets of the consuming public.

Codes without currency can accomplish 
nothing. Except harm. To the extent that 
prices are “administered” upward, without a 


corresponding increase in the available amount 
of purchasing power, buying will be prevented, 
business crippled and recovery stalled. 

Canada needs a larger supply of circulating 
currency more than it needs codes, and must 
have that supply if the codes are to be applied 
without blocking the way to restoration. Gov- 
ernment intervention is possible to secure fair 
prices, fair wages, fair competition, when busi- 
ness is active. But regulative interference can- 
not make business move faster than it is 
moving, though it can prevent it moving as fast 
as it otherwise would. 

So far as presently disclosed, Canada’s 
“recovery” program is designed to prevent the 
public buying as much as they are now buying. 
What has been done to our external trade is 
to be done to our domestie trade. It is to be 
put under restrictive codes—with no provision 
for putting more money in the pockets of 
buyers.

People who try to get money by ingenious 
ways are sometimes interfered with even when 
they succeed. 

A white woman, Mrs. Anna Laurie Lowe, a 
Texas oil promoter, thought she had struck oil 
when she married a 93-year-old mentally in- 
competent Oklahoma Creek Indian named Jack- 
son Barnett. Barnett is, in a monetary sense, 
“the richest Indian in the world.” 

After the marriage, Mrs. Lowe, by what 
was said by the government to have been a 
thumb-print signature of her incompetent hus- 
band, obtained possession of his $15,000,000 
estate. She wasn’t mean with it. She estab- 
lished a trust fund of $200,000 for Barnett, pro- 
vided for her daughter and gave $550,000 of 
Liberty bonds to the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society for the purpose of endowing 
two Indian schools in Oklahoma. 

Mrs. Lowe is said to have met with many 
obstacles in her wooing of the ancient red man. 
She fell in love with him at first sight without 
even seeing him when she read in a paper that 
he had become a multimillionaire. She set out 
for Oklahoma to woo and protect him, and suc- 
ceeded, though both the Oklahoma and Kansas 
authorities refused to issue her a marriage li- 
cense. 

Now the government has stepped in and got 
judgment ordering the Baptist Home Mission- 
ary Society to return the $550,000, and placing 
the department of the interior as the aged man’s 
administrator. Mrs. Lowe is to allow the old 
man to live where he wishes and must keep up 
his home on $2500 a month.

About Heart Troubles 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Most of your letters dealing with heart trou- 
ble ask about conditions which are common but 
not always serious. For example, the patient 
wants to know about a rapid beating of the 
heart, nervous heart, valvular leakage of the 
heart, or pain through the chest which he be- 
lieves may be due to heart 
trouble, etc. 

A symptom which readers 
often inquire about is too 
rapid beating of the heart. 
This is present when there is 
an increase above the normal 
in the times the heart Beats 
per minute. Too rapid beat- 
ing of the heart may be a 
temporary symptom or may 
be present most of the time. 
It alarms the patient and he 
generally decides he has some serious heart 
disorder. As a matter of fact, this symptom in 
itself is not a serious one and while it may be 
due to a heart complaint, very often the cause 
is not in the heart but elsewhere. If it lasts 
for only a few minutes it need cause no alarm. 

Some of the conditions which cause palpita- 
tion or rapid beating of the heart with a thump- 
ing or banging sensation, are: Anemia, the pres- 
ence of gas in the top of the stomach which is 
pressing against the heart, over-use of tobacco, 
emotional strain, disorders of the thyroid gland 
such as some forms of goitre, valvular leakage 
of the heart, fever, indigestion, etc. Before 
becoming unduly frightened over rapid beating 
of the heart, it is a good plan to have an exami- 
nation in order to find out if the palpitation is 
due to a heart disturbance or is caused by some 
other trouble. 

I find that many letters deal with valvular 
leakage of the heart, also called leaky valves. 
A mild or moderate valvular damage is not 
considered a serious heart disorder. A slight 
valvular trouble may uspally be entirely over- 
come and I have observed cases which were re- 
lieved to the point where no inconvenience 
occurred and the patient could carry on all 
ordinary activities. When there is present val- 
vular leakage, the heart valve no longer shuts 
off the backflow of blood and some of the blood 
leaks back instead of flowing forward. When 
these valvular defects are present the doctor 
who listens to the heart will hear blowing 
sounds which are called murmurs. 

Pain through iie region surrounding the 
heart is very often not related to any heart 
condition and in fact the more serious forms of 
heart trouble usually cause little or no pain. 
Instead of worrying over these shooting, dart- 
ing or stabbing pains, it is a much better plan 
to be examined th@roughly and to find out the 
true meaning of the symptoms. While pain oc- 
curs around the heart and down the left arm 
in one form of heart trouble, angina pectoris, 
nevertheless, the presence of pain is not always 
a conclusive proof that anything is wrong with 
the heart. 

Other symptoms which may be present with 
heart troubie are: Faintness, giddiness, numb 
sensations through the hands and feet, perhaps’ 
swelling of the ankles, a bluish tinge to the face, 
shortness of breath after slight exercise, a chok- 
ing feeling through the chest, and a tendency 
to become tired easily.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. O. O. L. of Salt Lake City, 
Utah, writes: “The doctor says that a friend of 
mine has a disease called ‘Giardiasis.’ Could you 
please give me a little information on the sub- 
ject?” 

ANSWER—“Giardiasis” is also called Flag- 
ellate Diarrhea and is a chronic infection which 
occurs in the liver and gall bladder. The pa- 
tient will probably notice attacks of stomach 
trouble, and may suffer from diarrhea which 
alternates with constipatien. There is usually 
anemia, together with a poor appetite, and as 
the disease progresses, the patient may become 
weak and lose weight. The patient is also eas- 
ily irritated and frequently becomes extremely 
nervous. The disease is caused by Giardia In- 
testinalis, which is a parasite infecting the small 
intestines but which occasionally finds its way 
into the gall bladder or liver. As a general rule 
the disease is mcre common in children than in 
adults, but may be found in those who are 
grown.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1809, a “Com- 
mittee of Trade” was formed at 
Montreal, which in 1822 became 
the Board of Trade. For some 
reason the Montrealers claim that 
theirs is the first board of trade 
in Canada; but judging from the 


records they are wrong, for 
Aikins’ “History of Halifax 
states: “Strange as it may seem 


the year after Halifax was foynd- 
ed in 1749 the merchants banded 
themselves together and formed 
‘The Association for the Benefit of 
Trade’.” This organization con- 
tinued to function until 1787 when 
its name was changed to “Com- 
mittee of Trade’ which name was 
retained until March 4, 1832, 
when it became the “Chamber of 
Commerce,” This continued until 
1883 when some differences arose, 
some of the members withdrew 
and formed the Halifax Board of 
Trade, but in 1890 the two organ-

CURTAILMENT AND 
COMPENSATION

To the Editor. 

Sir,—My answer to your ques- 
tion: “Are you going to reduce 
your wheat acreage?” was antici- 
pated by the Editor of the Ed- 
monton Bulletin on Feb. 16th 
when he said: 

“It was intimated in the legis- 
lature (Alberta) that a bill may 
be brought in to provide com- 
pensation for farmers who cut 
down their wheat acreage in 
keeping with the London Agree- 
ment. 

“That the farmer should be 
compensated goes without saying. 
And it is a fair surmise that there 
will be little curtailment unless 
he is compensated, 

“But the money should come 
from the treasury of Canada, not 
those of the provinces Prev.n- 
cial legislation might be neves- 
sary if curtailment was to be en- 
forced by law. But if curtail- 
ment is to be voluntary there is 
nothing to prevent the Dominion 
paying the farmer a bonus for 
wheat he does not grow, as it 
formerly paid him a bonus for 
wheat he did grow.

The records show that in 1809 
the Montreal merchants com- 
municated with the Halifax com- 
mittee and got such data as just- 
ified the organising of a com- 
mittee at Montreal, whiclf 
eventually became the board of 
trade. But before that Quebec 
merchants, also acting on the ad- 
vice of the Halifax men, formed 
a body which was known as the 
Board of Trade from the outset 
The Toronto Board of Trade was 
not founded until 1845, 

On this date in 1879 the Winni- 
peg Board of Trade was organized 
with A. G. B. Bannatyne as presi- 
dent. It had ups and downs, 
mostly downs for a number of 
years, but never ceased function- 
ing even in the darkest days and 
in course of time developed into 
the valuable institution it is now.

Others claim that 
after such plucking, small eyup-

And it is my contention that, in 
both cases, the cause usually is im- 
proper tweezing of the brows. For 
if the eyebrows are plucked and 
shaped in a proper, sanitary and 
careful manner, no detrimental ef- 
fects should ever result. 

In the first place, it is my belief 
that when plucking the eyebrows, 
the natural line of each brow 
should be preserved insofar as pos- 
sible. Only the stray hairs that 
tend to make the brows look un- 
clean and unruly should be extract- 
ed. Don't try to achieve exagger- 
ated Garbo arches or Dietrich 
brows. For if the brows are pluck- 
ed into a shape that Nature never 
intended them to have, they may 
detract, rather than add, to the 
loveliness of a girl’s appearance. 

In the second. place, eyebrow 
tweezers always should be steril- 
ized before they are used. When 
the brows are plucked, the pores in 
the skin open.

TRANSFER OF WORRIES 

A recurring pain should never be 
|taken for granted, either. There 
| should never be any guessing where 
a child's life is concerned, or jump- 
ing at conclusions, or home diag- 


nosis, 

However, there 1s one thing that 
should be mentioned in connection 
with the illness of children that 
not only connects up with health, 
but behavior. 

It is this, All mothers worry if 
their children show signs of indis- 
position. It is natural to feel a 
fear, a foreboding, and think the 
worst when the usually bright eyes 
get dull, the appetite languishes, 
and there is a cough, a headache, 
or any symptom that indicates an 
interlude in health. 

But as a result of this fear and 
the feeling of responsibility, it is 
quite common to imagine symptoms 
that do not actually exist. The next 
thing is to say so to the child him- 


self. “I'm afraid you're sick, dar- 
ling. Are you sure you feel all 
right? Come and let me feel your 
head. Yes, it does fee] hot. And

In addition he sought copies of all 
files in cases where prosecutions 
had been commenced and then 
stopped; where fines had been lev- 
ied and then remitted and where 
imprisonment was not served ac- 
cording to terms of the convictions.

Major C. H. Douglas, originator 
and chief exponent of the “Douglas 
System” of social credit, who ap- 
peared before the legislature, sitting 
in committee of the whole assembly 
on Friday last and again on Tues- 
day, left a mixed impression on 
members of the house. All agreed 
that it had been well worth while 
to hear him and opinion was divid- 
ed only on the benefits accruing 
from his visit. Premier J. E. Browne 


lee, W. R. Howson, provincial Lib- 
eral leader and others declined to 
comment 


D. M. Duggan, provincial Con- 
servative leader, asked to comment 
on the visit of Maj. Douglas and its 
effect said: 

MANY DISAPPOINTED 

“Major Douglas made it per- 
| fectly clear that his social credit 
| plan cannot be applied success+ 
| fully in this province. His state- 
|} ments in this’ respect were dis- 
appointing to many, but they serve 
to remove the necessity for further 
consideration by the legislature.” 

Fred J. White, provincial Labor 
leader, Calgary, said: 

“It was my privilege to hear Maj. 
Douglas on Friday last in the leg- 
islature, on Saturday evening at 
Calgary and again in Edmonton on 
Tuesday morning. In my opinion 
this last discussion was the most 
interesting, as he was dealing with 
the problem of its application here 
in Alberta, to a greater extent than 
on any other occasion that I heard 
him. 

“He is of the opinion that his 
social credit proposals are adapt- 
| able much more readily in a sover- 

eign state, but it will be interest~-

ual province,”

He 
felt, however, that more preference 
would be given the Dominion in 
this respect in future. 

The packing official regretted the 
fact that farmers were not taking 
greater care in the production of 
hogs. Forty per cent of the total 
shipments of hogs received at plants 
were bruised, while a large per- 
centage were improperly
